In a d ­ 
dition, three A m erican g irl* e n te rta in in g troops for 
U SO were killed In a c ra sh in a R o y al Canadian 
air fore* plane near V ancou ver. 
This Is an unusually high casu alty list for the 
period of time involved. S in c e the beginning of tho 
war we have lost hundreds of m en in s im ila r a c ­ 
cidents, most of th em w hile in som e s t a g e of air 
training. T hat was the c a s e in n early all th e a c ­ 
cident* reported last week. H ow ever, as against the 
enormous number o f men we h a v e in a ir training, 
one of the riskiest forms o f preparaiion for war. tho 
percentage of accid en ts is probably not unduly high. 
Most accidents of this n atu re are unavoidable, T h o 
greatest possible care and all 
th e precau tions o f 
mechanical science ca n n o t prevent, m ishap * in this 
chanciest of games, esp ecially 
when 
so m any of 
the men engaged in it are young, e a g e r aud daring. 


IT is part, of the terrible price we pay for war. 
A few lines of details o f the incident and a IU*. 
of the dead appear in the new sp apers, usually well 
back of the front pages that tell o f the a ir and se a 
and land battle all over the globe and the heroin 
deeds of our boys there. F e w re ad ers pause to re­ 
flect that the victims of the a ccid en ts 
were also 
heroes. 
They died in tho uniform of th eir country, In the 
line of duty. T heir n am es m ust be em blazoned on 
the roll of our honored dead with those of the men 
who fall In dogfights In th e air, at b attle statio ns 
on the highseas, or c harg in g m achinegun positions 
of th e enemy. As Jo se p h K. Vodrey, vice president 
of Brush-Moore N ew sp ap ers of Ohio, su g g ests in a 
note that is the inspiration of this colum n, they 
have played an im portant and vital part in (lie w in­ 
ning of this war, I say to th e ir bereaved fam ilies 
throughout the nation th at th ese boy# died In glory 
as surely as if they had fallen in com bat. 
F o r th a t m atter, I say that the m an who, as a 
sold ier of t h e United S ta te s , dies in a hospital bed 
of illness co n tra c te d w hile in the service, w ithout 
e v e r having left the shore.; o f his n ativ e land, dies 
an heroic death. H e gives h i* life to his country tho 
sam e as th e man who is killed on a battlefield in 
North A frica o r the South P acific. T h e re a re hard­ 
ships for soldiers in cam ps at hom e that soon Hines 
produce physical m e n a ce * alm o st as great a* those 
in th e field.

It bas contributed materially to the de­ 
clining prestige of congress in its relations with 
the executive department. All too often the men who 
a ra held anewerable to the people for the conduct 
o f national affairs have had responsibility without 
2 authority. 


The temptation to abuse Junkets is strong. Some­ 
tim e* they eerve no purpose but a nice trip st 
public expense for the junketeers. But Junkets have 
turned up a vast deal of indispensable public in­ 
i’ form ation, also. If the Truman committee, for in­ 
stance, were to find out as much about North Africa 
by m eans of a Junket as It has found out about the 
w ar affort here a t home, it would he Justified in 
setting up an African branch office.

Gen. MacArthur Knows 


'■pHE annlvereary of Bataan's fall has been passed 


with aa little stirring of the ashes of remorse as 
possible. Gen. MacArthur'* bitter statement com­ 
m em orating the sacrifice of United Staten and Fili­ 
pino fighting men to unpreparedness and the en­ 
slavem ent of the Philippines by Japan marked the 
p assage of the first year since the surrender. 


Gen. M acArthur knows the shape and proportions 
of the military problem in the Pacific. For more 
than a year be has used all the resources at his 
com m and to maintain a foothold aud recapture cer­ 
tain araas for use as bases of operations in the 
ta ta r* . H e has seen Jap an make the most of Its 
opportunity to entrench itself In the places It has 
seised. H e realizes that the sam e wishful thinking 
th at once made Japanese attack sound. Impossible 
now is making Japan's easy defeat sound impos­ 
sible. It will not be easy. 
In North Africa, it Is going to take more than 
six months to rout the enemy from an untenable 
position, but few- of Japan's positions iii the Pacific 
will be untenable when it has had a little more time 
to prepare them. Gen. 
MacArthur'* bitterness 
Is 
painfully easy to understand. It has been his fate 
to see his nation humiliated and placed at a disad­ 
vantage by an enemy who never should have been 
given a chance to strike— an enemy who has been 
permitted to grow strong through neglect.

It. involves a house iflll to regulate 
labor unions and require 20 days’ 
notice of strikes.

One relaxes the law* regulating 
the employment of females and 
minors.

The end of the legislative ses­ 
sion customarily is heralded by en­ 
actment of the biennial appropria­ 
tion bill. This measure, carrying 
$366,460,921, has been passed by 
the house, and the senate hopes to 
dispose of it within, three weeks.
